The Lake Villa fire department 
now in its twentieth year, celebrat- 
ed its nnnivcrsary with a party 
Tuesday night in which honors were 
bestowed on chnrter members and 
honorary members. 

Charles B. Hamlin, William H. 
Theehs, Raymond Walsh of Lake 
Villa and Ben S. Hadad, Waukegan, 
were presented recognition pins in 
a ceremony following the dinner. I 

The Lake Villa fire department I 
had its inception in the death of the 
Oscar Sorensen post No, 703 Ameri- 
can Legion Mar. 31, 1031. 

At the last meeting of the post 
"which was eventually to merge 
with the Lakes Region post of Fox 
Lake, the members saw the need of 
fire protection for the community 
and set about to provide it. 

They formed the Lake Villa Vol- 
unteers Firemen's association wifh 
William Marks as president, Al 
Kapple as secretary and D. R. Ma- 
mazer as treasurer. 

The need for fire equipment be- 
came apparent when in April of 
that year the Barnstable farm house 
was destroyed by fire. 

In an attempt to raise money for 
equipment, the association had its 
first dance at Cedarcrest July 3, 
1932 and with the profits made a 
down payment on a fire truck. 

An active company was formed 
June 19, 1933 after new equipment 
was obtained the preceding month 
by a committee composed of Ben 
Hadad, Frank Slazes, Fred Hamlin, 
Al Kapple, M. Murphy and William 
Marks. 

Stage Party 

A street party and carnival were 
staged in August, 1933 with the ar- 
rival of the truck and from the pro- 
fits of the carnival, the department 
bought a siren. Fred Hamlin became 
the first fire chief. 

The following year the first of 
Lake Villa days was staged to raise 
money for note payments on the 
equipment. Erwin Barnstable be- 
came fire chief in 193C and the as- 
sociation functioned until May, 1936 
when it started the formation of a 
fire protection district, 

William Weber, William Marks 
and Lou Brickman were appointed

Antioch Rescue Squad 
Recovers One of Two 
Drowned at Desplaines 



The Antioch Rescue squad at- 
tempted to find the body of Walter 
G. Wassman, 55, Chicago, who was 
drowned Saturday in the DcsPlaines 
river, near DesPlaines but gave up 
Monday without success. 

The squad recovered the body of 
the son, Walter, 26, Saturday night 
under the dam No. 3. 

Wassman and his son drowned 
when their flat bottom boat cap- 
sized. The third person in the boat, 
Robert M. Ericson, 27, of DcsPlaines, 
swam to safety. 

Capt. Herman . Holbck said that 
the body apparently caught on the 
bottom. He thinks it may come to 
the surface later. 

Ericson said the boat turned over 
when it was drawn into midstream 
by a backwash below dam. They 
had just shoved off from shore and 
had not had time to get the out- 
board motor started. 

He said that he swam to shore and 
ran to the Northwest Highway, 
stopped motorists and sent for help 
when ho saw the two men strug- 
gling in the water. When he return- 
ed to the river bank both men had 
disappeared.

On Sunday 

Delivery of' 7,000 telephone direc- 
tories for subscribers in Antioch, 
Fox Lake, Grayslake, Lake Villa 
and Round Lake began this week, 
according to J. M. Littler, manager 
for the Illinois Bell Telephone Co 
The 170-page book contains 44 
alphabetical listing pages and 132 
classified or yellow pages, eight 
more classified pages than the pre- 
vious directory issued last year. 

A special directory, listing the 
new Libertyville and Mundelein 
dial telephone numbers effective 
Sunday, is also being delivered 
along with the regular local direc- 
tory to subscribers in Fox Lake, 
Grayslake, Lake Villa and Round 
Lake, Littler said. 

The 5,000 special directories are 
for the convenience of telephone 
users in the four communities from 
which many calls are placed to Li- 
bertyville and Mundelein. 

All telephone numbers in Liberty- 
ville and Mundelein will be changed 
at midnight, Saturday, when dial 
service is inaugurated in the new 
Libcrtyville-Mundelcin dial tele- 
phone exchange. Manager Littler 
urges telephone users to consult the 
special directory before placing calls 
to the new dial towns after Satur- 
day. 

A change in placing calls to cer- 
tain out-of-town points from Fox 
Lake and Lake Villa will also be- 
come effective Sunday, March 26, 
Littler continued. 

When calling Antioch from Fox 
Lake and Lake Villa, subscribers 
will dial "8" and then give the de- 
sired prefix and the number to the 
operator who answers, the manager 
explained.

Tuberculosis, a communicable di- 
sease which kills nearly 50,000 
Americans annually, can be cured, 
Dr. Theo. S. Proxmire, President of 
the Lake County Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, said today in announcing 
the forthcoming community chest 
x-ray survey to be held in Antioch. 

Deaths due to tuberculosis are 
unnecessary because we know what 
causes the disease, how it is spread, 
and how it can be prevented. We 
know that TB is caused by a germ, 
that the TB germ is spread from 
person to person, that by means of 
the x-ray the disease can bo de- 
tected in its early stage, when it is 
easiest to cure. 

Therefore, as part of its campaign 
to wipe out tuberculosis, the Lake 
County Tuberculosis Association 
will bring its Christmas Seal Mo- 
bile Chest X-ray unit to Antioch on 
April 11 and 12 to x-ray the chests 
of school children, industrial work- 
ers and the community in general. 

On the 11th, the unit will be lo- 
cated at the high school to x-ray 
the students who have reacted posi- 
tively to the Tuberculin test from 
Antioch High School, Antioch Grade 
Channel Lake, Grass Lake, Em- 
mons, Hickory Comers, Millburn, 
Oakland and Druce Lake Schools. 
Teachers and other adult school em- 
ployees will be x-rayed at this time. 

The unit will move to the Regal 
China Co. plant on the morning of 
the 12th to x-ray the plant em- 
ployees. 

About noon on the 12th, the unit 
will be set up on the corner of Lake 
and Main, in Kennedy's Service 
Station, where it will remain until 
9 p. m. The Antioch Woman's club 
will have typists on hand to fill 
out the necessary cards before a 
person is x-rayed.

Contracts Will be Let Soon 

Work to be Completed 

By Autumn 

Low bids totaling §131,096.50 were 
received by the board of education 
of the Antioch Grade school Tues- 
day evening for the addition to be 
built this summer. 

The contracts will be let within 
the next few days. after the archi- 
tects Ganstcr and Hennighausen 
have had opportunity to investigate 
the proposals. 

"We arc quite pleased with the 
results," said Principal Richard 
Whitacre. "Since we issued bonds 
of $140,000, wo still have money left 
to equip the class rooms with chairs 
and the other rooms with their pro- 
per contents." 

John Nordstrom and Son of Fox 
Lake, was the low bidding firm on 
the general contract. Its bid was 
$93,500. 

There were eight bidders and the 
high bid was from Jenkins and 
Boiler of Waukegan who asked 
$109,712, a difference of $16,212. 
The other bidders ranging between 
the two extremes in their proposals 
were Otto Schulz, Evanston; Tonyon 
Construction Co., McHenry; Harold 
Swank, Zion; Hess and Son, Chica- 
go; Leslie Ullrich, Mundelein; and 
Haglund and Ames, Waukegan. 

Fux Lake Plumbers Low Too 
The Lakes Region Heating and 
Plumbing Co., of Fox Lake, was low 
bidder on the plumbing and heating 
with a price of $33,045.50. 

There were 10 bidders for this 
contract with the McDonough 
Plumbing and Heating Co., submitt- 
ing $41,362 as the highest bid. 

Geary and Cooper of Libertyville 
was low bidder on the electrical 
work with a price of $3,950. High 
bidder on the task was the firm of 
Hamlin Electrical Co., Lake Villa. 
There were eight bidders for this 
contract. 

The difference between the total 
low bids and the total highest bid 
was $2B,960. 

Many of the bidders submitted 
alternate bids which were taken in- 
to consideration. 

North or Present New Wing- 
The new addition will be situated 
north of the new wing of the pres- 
ent building and will be so con- 
structed that a hallway and room 
now in use will be a part of the 
stage of the new combination gym- 
nasium and auditorium , 

Included in the new section will 
be two classrooms, one of which 
will be equipped as a kindergarten 
room; a cafeteria and kitchen,^ 
shower rooms for the gymnasium, , 
two toilet rooms, and a storage.- 
room. 

The cafeteria room will be an all-- 
purpose room, the tables being of 
the in-the-wall folding type which 
can be folded away so that the 
place can be used as a band room. 

It is probable that as soon as the 
contracts are let the contractors will 
start work doing as much as pos- 
sible wihout interfering with the 
school work.

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A Dangerous Victory 

On the surface, the settlement of the soft coal 
strike looks like another victory, for the union. The 
basic wage of the miners — who have long been the 
highest paid mass labor force in the country by a 
wide margin — was increased 70 cents a day. And 
contributions to the welfare fund, which are paid 
entirely by the operators through a fixed tax on each 
ton of coal mined, were also raised. 

However, this kind of "victory" may turn out 
to be costly indeed to all concerned. The miners, who 
worked spasmodically or not at all for nine months, 
lost huge sums which they never will make up. Most 
of them have spent their savings and many are heavily 
in debt. 

The operators lost a vast amount of business. 
And some of it, time may prove, was tost permanently 
to the other fuels with which coal must compete for 
markets. A consumer wants two things — dependabil- 
ity of supply, and the most reasonable price. If hu 
can't get that from one industry, he goes elsewhere. 
The cost of labor in the coal industry, on a proportio- 
nate basis, has been far higher than in the other 
energy industries. It is now higher still — a fact which 
must be reflected in the price the consumer will pay! c:mmodities affected such as the apparel and acces-

The American people want health Insurance — 
and they are getting it. The statistics, as issued by 
the Health Insurance Council, are exceedingly im- 
pressive. As of last August, more than 01,000,000 
Americans were protected against hospital costs, 
34,000,000 against surgical bills, and 13,000,000 against 
medical expenses. It Is estimated that by now close 
to 70,000,000 of us are protected against economic 
hazards of illness, and that within the next two or 
three years, 90,000,000 will be so protected. 

It would be ridiculous to argue that the country 
has no medical problem. It has, and it is a serious 
problem. But the point is that, in the normal course 
of events, and by purely voluntary means, wc are 
gradually solving it. And to put the government into 
the picture, as the dominant influence in medical 
practice, would create an infinitely worse problem 
than the one we are trying to solve. 

In a Reader's Digest article, based on an in- 
vestigation of Britain's compulsory health insurance 
scheme, Harold E. Stasscn said, "The quality of health 
service is much more important to the good health 
of the people than the quantity of the health services." 
In other words, mass-medicine — which Britain has, 
and we will have if the compulsory bill goes through, 
is inferior medicine. Under the voluntary system, we 
are getting the highest quality of service— and we 

are also getting an increasing quantity of service.

The Taxes You Wear 

The American Weekly recently published a full- 
page picture of a girl dressed for a party. She was 
wearing some modest jewelry and a fur scarf. She 
was carrying a purse. She had used the customary 
make-up-powder, cleansing cream, lipstick, rouge and 
so on. She had washed her hair with a commercial- 
made shampoo. She had a pack of cigarettes and a 
holder and a lighter. The point of the picture was 
that she was a living, breathing example of the burden 
o! the wartime excise taxes which are still in effect, 
long after the last shot was fired. 

These excise taxes, most of which come to 20 
per cent on top of the regular retail price of the

by the county judge to form the dis- 
trict and in September of 1930 the 
district was formed to Include Lake 
Villa and the surrounding area and 
the equipment was transferred from 
the association to the department 
for $1. The same group was in con- 
trol. It incorporated the department 
to serve the district, making its 
first contract wlh the district in Oc- 
tober, 1030. 

The truck was first housed In the 
Cannon building, now the location 
of the. Public Service Co., offices, 
and later at Hucker's old garage. In 
3034, jt. occupied a portion of the 
village, hall, and then when a new 
truck was purchased July 2, 1040 
it shared the limited space with It. 
Siren Installed 

The siren was installed In the 
rear of the village hall in 1933, with 
a service which included a pint of 
.whiskey in the corner stone. The 
service was provided by Ben Hndad, 
Frank Nadr, Fred Hamlin and Ed 
Leonard. 

The department used three 10,000 
gallon cisterns for storage of its 
water supply after 1932 until the 
village put In its water system. 

A feat that the department can 
point to with pride is its construc- 
tion of its own building. The build- 
ing was started in 1940 and the fire 
men supplied all of the labor. Ma 
terlals cost $0,000 and included 
bricks from the Home show in Chi- 
cago which they got for the haul- 
ing. 

The new building was not com 
pleted in April 1944, but the depart- 
ment occupied it as early as the 
summer of 1942. 

Since that time additional equip- 
ment has included an inhalator | 
which was bought in 1038 for J 
emergency purposes.

keep the ewes from the lambs' ra- 
tions, If you place the creep in the 
sunniest part of the barn and keep 
it dry and well bedded, the lambs 
will make best use of it. 

Fill the creep with the greenest, 
leafiest hay you have. Either one of 
the following rations will do a good 
job of fattening: (1) equal parts of 
whole or crushed oats and cracked 
corn or (2) 20 pounds of whole or 
crushed oats, 20 pounds of cracked 
corn, 10 pounds of wheat bran and 
10 pounds of Unseed, soybean, or 
cottonseed oil meal. 

Lambs like their feed clean and 
not ground too fine, so a little 
trough cleaning once a day will keep 
them eating regularly. 

Although lambs won't cat much 
grain when they are placed on good 
legume posture, it is still b good 
idea to creep-feed them. Creep- 
feeding on pasture will keep lambs' 
gaining as fast as possible and will 
prevent them from losing their milk 
fat. 

A good legume-grass pasture is 
the foundation upon which most 
good sheep programs are built. Your 
best summer pasture is a mixture 
of good legumes and grasses. Alfal- 
fo-brome, red clover, timothy, and 
ladino-bromc arc all excellent and 
very palatable. 

Buegrass makes a good pasture 
for two months in the spring and 
again in the winter If there is a 
heavy growth. Balbo rye, when 
seeded in late August or early Sep- 
tember, will give you an early 
spring pasture to use until legumes 
are ready.

Farm Adviser Ray T. Nicholas 
says some farmers are inclined to be 
a little skeptical of the high beef 
cattle and dairy returns some men 
have reported for pastures. They 
pointed out that part of those high 
returns should be credited to the 
favorable market of recent years. 

That's partly true, Nicholas says, 
but a recent beef cattle pasture feed- 
ing study at the Dixon Springs Ex- 
periment Station shows that good 
pastures can pay profitable returns 
even when the market isn't so fa- 
vorable. 

Last month 10 head of steers from 
the station were sold for §28 a 
hundred. That was $1 a hundred 
less than the animals were valued 
at in the fall of 1958, when the pas- 
ture feeding trial was started. But 
even with the negative selling mar- 
gin, Nicholas says each steer showed 
a net return of mor than 590 to pay 
for the one acre of < pasture he 
grazed and the investment in labor, 
management and capital, 

Ihe calves were valued at $29 a 
hundred when they were started on 
the feeding trial in the fall of 1948 
They weighed 421 pounds. From No> 
vember 11, 1948 to April 20, 1949 
they were kept in drylot and fed a 
ration of 20 lbs. of silage, 4 pounds 
of hay and 1 pound of soybean oil 
meal per day. For this period of 
161 days, they gained 156 lbs. each, 
or .97 pound per head per day. 

On April 20 the onimals went on 
a Ladino, timothy, redtop, lcspede- 
za, alfalfa, fescue pasture at the rate 
of one head to the acre. They re- 
mained on this pasture until Octo- 
ber 18, gaining 251 pounds in 180 
days, or 1.4 pounds per head per 
day. In October 18 the steers were 
put in drylot on a ration of corn 
and cob meal, soybean oil meal, sil- 
age and hay. They were on this ra- 
tion until February 13, 1950. Dur- 
ing this 118-doy feeding period, 
they gained 251 pounds each, or 2,1 
pounds pcr head per day. They were 
loaded out on February 13 at on 
average weight of 1,083 pounds and 
sold over the scales at East St. Louis 
at an average weight of 1,025 pounds 
The grades on the hoof were 4 
Choice, 4 Good and 4 Low Good. 

The total feed consumed by each 
of these 10 steers was 30 bushels of 
corn, 350 pounds of soybean oil- 
meal, 2 tons of silage, and one-half 
ton of hay. Placing market values of 
51 per bushel for corn, $3.50 per 
hundred for soybean oil meal, $8 a 
ton for corn silage, and $20 a ton 
for hoy mokes the feed bill total 
$68.25, exclusive of pasture, for each 
steer. This feed cost plus $122.09, 
the value of each calf at weaning, 
gives an investment of $190,34 for 
each animal. The return on the mar- 
ket minus marketing costs was 
$280.97 pcr steer, leaving a net re- 
turn of $90,63 per steer to pay for 



schooling without the special tech 
niqucs of the sight saving classes.

In almost all of the others, 
normal or improved vision can be 
obtained with other treatment such 
as medical care, surgery or eye ex- 
ercises. ' 

The society has also been active 
in promoting enforcement of the 
Illinois anti-fireworks law. Mr. 
Woods "warns that fireworks ac- 
cidents are on the increase. Illegal 
fireworks in 1949 caused 144 acci- 
dents of which 33 were eye injuries. 
Indiscriminate celebrations killed 
one man and blinded in one eye a 
ten-year old boy and a 21-yenr old 
youth. Supervised public displays 
accounted for only three fireworks 
injuries. 

The Illinois Society for the Pre- 
vention of Blindness is a voluntary 
health agency supported entirely by 
private contributions. It was in- 
corporated not-for-profit in 1916. It 
is the only agensy in Illinois devot- 
ing itself entirely to the prevention 
of blindness and the conservation of 
vision.

2 Months Before Lambing 
Critical Period for Ewes, 
Farm Advisor Nichols Says 

The last 60 days before lambing 
are the most critical time for feed- 
ing if you want a sturdy, healthy 
lamb crop. 

Farm Adviser Ray T. Nicholas 
says one thing you should remem- 
ber about pregnant ewes is that not 
only must they provide food for 
their unborn young, but they must 
continue to meet their own body 
needs and grow a fleece, too. You 
can meet those large food needs by 
feeding liberal amounts of good- 
quality legume hay and one-half to 
one pound of grain pcr ewe each 
day during the GO days before lamb- 
ing. 

After lambing, the grain should 
be increased to one or two pounds 
per ewe each day. No grain need 
be fed when the ewes go on pas- 
ture. 

If you're feeding corn silage in- 
stead of legume hay, a protein and 
mineral supplement is recommend- 
ed. Nicholas suggests the following 
supplement at the rate of one- 
fourth pound per ewe per day would 
be satisfactory; 80 pounds of soy- 
bean meal, 10 pounds of feeding 
limestone and 10 pounds of salt. 

Ewes will need plenty of fresh 
water and iodized salt at all times, 
and you can expect better results

'synthesize silk, which is one 
that has baffled chemistry. 

The work Is done by a group in 
the medical laboratories of the 
Collis P. Huntington memorinl 
hospital and the chemical and bio- 
logical laboratories of Harvard uni- 
versity. 

They are trying to discover how 
to synthesize a protein, because pro- 
teins are the biggest molecules, the 
most difficult to make, and prob- 
ably the most important to life. 
Silk gives them a good chance, be- 
cause it is made of fibroin, one of 
the large protein molecules. 

Method is Puzzle 

How the silkworms make this 
stuff is one of the puzzles of growth, 
and growth in turn is one of the 
basic researches in hunting the 
cause and maybe the cure of can- 
cer. 

The Harvard group used radio- 
active carbon atoms to light up 
the insides of silkworms so that the 
living process could be seen in 
photographs. 

These atoms were injected Into 
the silkworms, but not haphazardly. 
, Chemists had discovered that a 
silk fiber Is largely made of two 
acids, alanine and glycine. Both 
contain carbon. The 
atoms were added to these two 
acids, and the latter injected by 
needles. 

These two acids apear not only 
in silk, but also in human protein 
tissues. That was another reason 
for the silkworm tests.

After you fill out the enrollment 
card and turn it in to the county 
office, you select your projects for 
die year and start attending regular 
meetings of the club nearest your 
home. By carrying these projects to 
completion this year, you will be 
"learning by doing" good farming 
and home-mnking practices, 

Homemaking projects in 4-H Club 
work include clothing, foods and 
room improvement. 

Approved projects in the agricul- 
tural side of 4-H Club work include 
farm concrete, corn, legumes, soy- 
beans, small grain, forestry, garden 
home grounds improvements, pota- 
to, small fruits, beef, dairy, poultry, 
rabbits, sheep, swine, soil improve- 
ment, wildlife conservation.
